The air forces 
of the Allies have proved super¬ 
ior to date and on the western 
front the Allies are content to 
play a waiting game in order 
not to sacrifice lives unnecessar¬ 
ily. Possibly Germany takes I 
the same view, trusting to its 
war of attrition on the sea to 
wear down Britain. 

P ropaganda continues to 
pour forth conflicting ver¬ 
sions of the warring activities, 
each side naturally giving the 
peoples of the world their indiv¬ 
idual viewpoints, in an effort to 
sway opinion. Britain’s people 
go doggedly on. The British 
Isles since the time of the Nor¬ 
man conquest have been the tar¬ 
get of continental powers, but 
have not only won against would- 
be conquerors, putting their 
fleets to rout, but have success¬ 
fully colonized vast portions of I 
the world’s habitable surface,! 
with the result that its domin¬ 
ions and possessions encircle the 
globe. 

HE principle at stake in this 
war is a conflict of totalil-1 
tarianism versus democracy. 
The slogan of the Great War 
was that it would make the 
world safe for democracy. It' 
may have been Britain’s aim, 
but how could it be accomplish¬ 
ed in the face of the German at¬ 
titude? Hitler and Stalin pos¬ 
sesses greater power over mil¬ 
lions of people than any other 
individuals in the world, and 
[their’s is not a Christian atti¬ 
tude. It is an attitude that 
would crush the finer things in 
people’s lives, nullifying the 
work of those who try to lift the 
world to a higher spiritual and 
moral plane. Freemasonry has 
heen crushed in Germany, 
though in the last war there 
were among the German soldiers 
many Freemasons. The church 
is snubbed, Boy Scout and sim¬ 
ilar organizations are all crush¬ 
ed and instead the young are 
taught to goose-step and to hate 
the people of other nations who 
will not bow to the demands of | 
a dictator. There can be no com¬ 
promise with such an attitude, 
and Britain will continue to sac¬ 
rifice until it wins.

Need For Flax 


Says Western Farmers Should Culti¬ 
vate Essential War Materials

Latest Triumph Of German Chemists 
Lacks Taste And Aroma 

"Ersatz” coffee—made of toasted 
rye and barley with synthetic caf- 
fein—is the latest triumph of Ger¬ 
man chemistry, the Koelnische Zel- 
tung reported at Berlin. The news¬ 
paper admitted, however, that the 
Imitation product left something to 
be desired as to taste and aroma. 

"But the exhilarating qualities of 
coffee are exactly reproduced,” the 
Nazi newspaper said. 

The German people must learn to 
do without real coffee, the Koel¬ 
nische Zeitung said, painful as such 
a sacrifice may be. The "ersatz” 
product is being developed by the 
German army, it is revealed, and will 
soon be ready to take its place be¬ 
side “ersatz” rubber, gasoline, and 
other synthetic products of Nazi 
economy. 

The German radio Issued the fol¬ 
lowing warning to German house¬ 
wives: 

"Reich housekeepers! Do not buy 
too much bread or potatoes! Do not 
use all the rations you are entitled 
to unless you absolutely need them!

Various Theories 


As To Why British Soldier Is Called 
Tommy Atkins 

One explanation of how Tommy 
Atkins came to be used to describe 
the British soldier has been found 
hi the prosaic pages of the army 
pay book. 

When the war office issued the 
first "soldier’s account book” in the 
year of Waterloo, the specimen form 
sent to each serving soldier to show 
how the book should be filled in bore 
the name “Atkins, Thomas.’ 

The name continued to appear in 
later editions of the book until 
paratively modern times. 

Another tradition says the Duke 
of Wellington was asked by the war 
office for the name of a typical Bri¬ 
tish soldier. The duke recalled 
private of his old regiment, the 33rd, 
who had died at his feet on a Flan¬ 
ders battlefield years before. He 
took a piece of paper and scrawled 
on it "Thomas Atkins”. 

Another account says the original 
Tommy Atkins was a gunner in the 
royal artillery, a bom accountant, 
who in the 18th century gained the 
admiration of his comrades and the 
hatred of the pay sergeant by keep¬ 
ing a private ledger in which all his 
accounts were accurately\ balanced 
each month.
